Q. What Is meant by this "new 
business"? 
A. The 25 million dollars worth 
of cotton stamps which farmers 
can earn under the Supplemen­ 
tary Cotton Program will be plac­ 
ed as an "order” In regular chan­ 
nels of trade. From 75,090 to 
100.000 bales of cotton will be 
required in making the cotton 
goods to fill this order. The larg­ 
er share of each dollar spent for 
cotton goods, however, goes to 
employ labor and to pay other 
costs In the manufacture, trans­ 
portation, handling, and selling 
of cotton products. The program, 
therefore, will benefit not only 
farmers, but labor and industry 
as well. 
Q. How does the retailer re­ 
ceive payment for the face value 
of the stamps he accepts in ex­ 
change for merchandise?

Surplus Marketing Administration 
(names and places of which will 
be made public). Wholesalers with 
whom retailers are accustomed to 
do business, or banks cooperating 
in the program, may also act as 
agents for retailers in presenting 
such claims to the Surplus Mar­ 
keting 
Administration.
